THE STATE FBISON. 


The Stuta Prison costs the tax-payers of 


Nevada about $37,000 a year, the net aver- 
age cost per prisoner per day in 1890 hav- 
ing been $1 09. It is conceded that the 
manufacture of boots and shoes at the 
Prison, tbe only industry in which prison 
labor can now be utilized where tho prison 
is situated, is conducted at a loss to 
the State. 
It ia also admitted that tbe 


Prison might be made partly, at leist, self- 
sustaining, if it was situated where cheap 
power for running machinery conld be 
bad, and the labor of the prisoners could 
be ntilizad in producing articles which 
have to be imported. Such being the facts, 
>9 it not the plain daty of tbe Legislature 
to provide for the removal of the Prison to 
n more suitable locality? The movement 
may be objectionable to the boaaea, bat it 
will reaeive the approval of nine-tenths of 
the people of tha State, Every member of 
the Legislature was pledged to rigid econ- 
omy by the State and county plntfnrms of 
bis party. 
If he obligated himself to do 


all iu bid power to reform abmed and econ- 
omize with a mental reservation that he 
would do so provided it was tmtisfautory to 
the bosses, the people did not know it, or 
possible he would not have been elected. 
Hi-* first duty to the people ia therefore to 
redeem h s public pl»dt<» by daiug all in 
bis \iowvr to economise. 
The State has 


been saved thousand* of dollars nnnunlly 
by locution the IQSHDB Asylum where many 
articles essential to the health aud susten- 
ance of ihtt inmate-* are produced nt a trif- 
ling cost to tbe State, and BO one who in 
not a fit subject for the Insane Asylnm will 
diaput • th < proposition th.it the Prison ex- 
pauses could be reduced at least one-half 
by moving it to the Trockee river. The 
Ssata owns a fine tract of land with tbe 
right to water to irrigate it on that stream, 
where the labor of prisoners could be prof- 
itably utilized, and as economy was the 
general cry in the last campaign, it ought 
to b < in order for a sufficient length of 
time in tha present Legislature to pass ao 
Aot to remove tbe btnts Prison to that 
land. 
What if the bosses do rant aid rare 


over the proposition? They ought to be 
satisQod with defeating the will of the peo- 
ple on the Constitutional Convention and 
other popular measures, 
and members 


should think and tot independently of 
them occasionally, u.nd especially wbea :> 
great saving to the Stata can be effected by 
doing so, as would bo the case by remov- 
ing the Slate Prison. 


A STATE LABOBATOKY. 


Assemblyman Bell of Nye county has a 


bill before the Legislature which appropri- 
ates $8.000 for tbe establishment of a lab- 
oratory at the State University for assaying 
ores and analyzing minerals free of charge 
to prospectors. 
That such a laboratory 


would be of great benefit, not only to the 
prospector, but to the public generally, 
there can be little doubt, as it would deter- 
mine the character and value of ores and 
minerals found in the State, and with 
which neither the prospector nor tho ordin- 
ary assayer is familiar. Years ago ores were 
discovered near the line of Churchill and 
Hamboldt counties which were generally 
supposed, from their appearance, to bn 
rich in copper, bat tbe assayers of that 
time were unable to find any of that mstul 
ia them by the ordinary tests. 
Subse- 


quently, it was ascertained that the ores 
contained nickel, not copper, a fact which 
would be demonsrated at once by analysis. 
Doubtless there nre other metals, as well 
as many minerals, iu the mountains and 
valleys of Nevada, the character of which 
is yet unknown, though they attract the 
attention of the prospector because tbey 
are different from tho general formation of 
the country. 


The only objection that can be ur^ed 


against Mr, Bell's bill is that it might in- 
terfere with the business of private ussay- 
ers, but if proper restriction* are placed ou 
the work to be dona at tho University lab- 
oratory it will result beneficially rather 
than injuriously to the ordinary assayer, 
as it will certainly be the means of devel- 
oping valuable ores and minerals which

The Bed Men's Account of the Wounded 


Knee Affair.

WASHIKGTON, Febrpary 11.—The Indian 


conference closed to-day and the Indiana 
will start home Friday. A feature of to 
day's talk was the story of the fight at 
Wcmnded Knee. Turning Hawk said at a 
given time when the men hod delivered up 
their guns, they were separated from their 
families and taken to a certain spot. A 
crazy young man of Tory bad influence 
fired his gun, killing an officer. The othoi 
Indiana began drawing knives and firm? 
began immediately on the part of the sol- 
di era. All of the men who were in a bund 
were killed right there and those who rs- 
oiped that first fire got into a ravine, nn 
us they went along the ravine for a lent1 


distance, were pursued and shot down. 
The women hud no firearms to firfht witb. 
They were standing off «t a different pla <• 
and when the firing began, those of tt>< 
men who escaped the first volley went in 
oue direction up a ravine and the woinei 
went in a different direction, through an 
open field, bul met the same fate as the 
men. 


American Horse said when the flrin 


begau the p»ople who were standing iuinue- 
iliutely around the young man who firs 
fired were killed and then the soldien 
(urued their guns on the women who wer> 
in lodges, standing there under a flag ol 
trace. 
Ot coarse as soon as they wen 


fired upon they fled. The women, as the.' 
were flatiug with babies on their backs, 
wers killed.

wore killed, iue cry was made thut all en 
those not killed or wounded should com 
forth end they would be safe. Little buy 
who were not wounded oixme out of then 
places of refuse,

sight a nainbar of soldiers surrounded and 
butchered them.

know these things ot his own personal 
knowledge or had be been told them ? " 


" American Horse—" I wan not there at 


the time before the burial of the bodies, 
but I did go there with come Indian police 
and many people from the Agency and we 
went through the bait'* field and saw 
where the bodies w.-re from the track of 
blood."

A romantic but tragic event occurred 


in this city recently. A pine coffin, and 
nnshrouded corpse were all that was left 
to tell the story of a sad life-ami its end. 
Tho victim was John Jemison. He lived 
what to many would be considered an 
uneventful 
life. 
However, without 


knowing it, he was heir to wealth greater 
than that attributed to the fabled Monte 
Cristo. He died so poor in ready cash ns 
not to have enough to bury him decently. 


J. H. Summerlin, a prominent lawyer 


of this city, was delving in some old, 
faded and musty letters which had be- 
longed to the deceased when he discov- 
ered the secret that makes the heirs of 
Jemison the owners of many million dol- 
lars' worth of property. The letter in 
question was written in 1830 by one of 
the heroes of the Texas struggle. He 
was a Capt. Jemison in the service of 
Gen. Sam Houston when Texas was a 
republic. 
In this epistle, which was 


written to a relative in Chicago, he says 
that he will not be able to return to the 
loved ones at his home, but that he ex- 
pects to meet tbe very fate that did be- 
fall him when some time after he fell 
on the field, his heart pierced by a shot 
from the foe 


The man who died here recently was 


his descendant in a direct line, and of 
his identity there is not a doubt. The 
soldier who was his ancestor had prop- 
erty in three different states. 
These 


holdings were of comparatively trifling 
value, and Capt. Jemison was consider- 
ed a poor man when he died. Some of 
this l^nd was located in the very heart 
of Chicago 


A power of attorney has been received 


by the lawyer who made the discovery, 
and has been filed with the clerk of the 
county court here as a preliminary step 
toward the recovery of some valuable 
property located in this city. Since the 
death of Capt. Jemison tho property that 
was his has increased in value to such 
an extent that today the portion of it 
located in Chicago alone is estimated to 
be worth $40,000.000, while the balance 
is as much more.—San Antonio (Tex.) 
Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


.i Wild Buck in a Conservatory.

family heard a crushing of glass in the 
conservatory in tho rear of the hand- 
some residence on B street in the heart 
of Santa Rosa, Cal.

The animal dashed 
past the excited people from the house 
into the street, clearing the high fence 
in a graceful leap 
It then dashod down 


through one i 
I he main residence streets, 


and was finally killed by a crowd of 
boys near the slaughter house on the 
outskirts of the city. The animal is sup- 
posed to have been ch/ised in from Hood 
mountain, several nuAes east, by hounds. 
When dressed it weighed 120 pounds. 
The damage to tbe conservatory flowers 
was between $30 and flOO,—Cor. San 
Francisco Chronicle.
